Therefore, the embodiment 
having the two screening members (see line 7 of claim 13), a shelf and existing wall 
(which is now also a screening member; see lines 2-3 of claim 13), the shelf being 
frictionally attached to the wall and one of the screening members, must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered, (see claim 
13) 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
. set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 13, 15-17 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. The examiner contends that the embodiment wherein two screening 
members are present as well as the shelf and existing wall is not shown or described. 
Fig. 4, the embodiment applicant states as showing the features of claim 13, shows two 
existing walls, one screening member and a shelf. Furthermore, it should be noted that 
claim 20 appears to be directed to the first embodiment shown in Figs. 1 and 2. In 
embodiment 1 (Figs. 1 and 2), the screening member does not support the shelf nor 
does an existing wall. Support members (not claimed) support the shelf and back wall. 
In embodiment 2 (Figs. 3a, 3b), no existing wall supports the shelf. 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Namely, nowhere in the specification or drawings, 
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as originally claimed, is it stated that the existing wall (which is now part of the 
screening members according to claim 13) is removable. 

Response to Arguments 

Addressing the arguments concerning the objections and rejections dealing with 
the screening member(s) and existing wall: first, nowhere in the specification are the 
existing walls referred to as screening members, they are each distinct features 
(screening member 34 and existing walls 32; see Fig. 4) and nowhere are they 
described as being removable. Second, claim 13 it still confusing in that it still appears 
that two screening members, as well as an existing wall, are being claimed ("...with one 
of the at least two screening members and said existing wall"). 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
